ho 
said—"the greatest in tlie world." 


The president declared that subma- 
rine commanders abroad have instruc- 
dons which for the most part conform 
•with international law, but that the, act 
of one_commander niigM set the world 
• afire, including America. 


Where Danger Lies. 


'•'Upon the occan there are hundreds 
of cargoes of American goods," he said. 
"Cotton, grain 
and all the bountiful 
supplies America is sending out to the 
world—and any one of those cargoes, 
any one of those ships, may be 
the 
point of contact that will bring Ameri- 
ca into the war." 


For the first time during the tour the 
president told how one set of bellig- 
erents was cut ofT from the world. He 
said this kept the United States from 
helping them as it 
would 
like. 
He 
made the statement in trying to show 
that the United States was reallv neu- 
tral. 


A big and noisy crowd gave the pres- 
ident au effusive greeting at the 
sta- 
tion, when he reached here this morn- 
ing. 
The day was clear and cold, but 
the president waved aside the closed 
car and made the short ride in an open 
car almost hidden by red. ^^•hite and 
blue bunting. 
Mrs. Wilson sat beside 
liim. 
Scattering crowds along tlic side- 
•walk applauded enthusiastically as the 
president's car passed. 


Speaks to Business Men. 


He spoke at a breakfast of the St. 
Louis Business Men's league before go- 
ing to the coliseum for his main ad- 
dress. 
Governor Major, of Missouri, sat 
nest to the president. 
The room was 
decorated 
with 
American 
flags. 
En- 
thusiastic applause greeted the 
presi- 
dent as he rose to speak. 
"It is just 
Rs well to shed speeches as you go," he 
said. 
"There are many things I would 
like to speak but now I am talking of 
national defense. 
Not only is it neces- 
sary to mobilize the military forces of 
the nation, but also the economic forces 
of the nation, 


"I am not looking forward to war 
but to times of peace. 
People do not 
hate each other and therefore they will 
do business again together." 


The president spoke of the necessity 
of representing the facts of business as 
they really are. 
He said the facts and 
the truth are mightier than any other 
great country. 


To Help Healing Process. 
"America has been shy at going out 
in competition," he said. 
"I am read/ 
to 
match 
the 
business 
of 
America 
against thai of the rest of the world." 
He explained that the United 
States 
must keep out of the war if possible In 
order to help "the healing processes." The 
president declared that such a Avar can 
never come again; that it will never 
come a^ain, and that the war Avill put 
forward the time of universal peaco 
better than anything else could. 


When he spoke of his conviction that 
fl. tariff board should be created the ap- 
plause was enthusiastic. Ho then spoke 
of national defense. 


The Coliseum Address. 
The president opened his C-oliseum ad- 
dress with the statement that he had 
"come seeking-something in the middle 
west and found it." 
He said he had 
been told the middle west was against 
preparedness, but did not believe it. 


"I know the people of the middle 
tvest are just as patriotic as the rest 
oi tie nation," he said. "I did not come 
out to learn how 3''ou thought, but to 
tell you what wa-s going on. I came out 
that there may be absolute clarification 
of the issues we are now confronting.

No Indiana business transaction of recent years has been of 
iiore general interest or more widespread in its effect t h ^ the sale 
i the gas and electric properties of the General Service company 
nd the Indiana Lighting company, the latter known as the Murdack 
Dterests, to a new organization to be known as the Northern Indiana 
^as and Electric company, headed by C. H. Geist. It is not the price 
tivolved—though that runs to something like $5,400,000—that in 
ests the deal with so great an importance, but the fact that the 
erving of artificial gas and electric light and power to thirty-three 
ndiana cities and towns is involved in the transfer. Fort "Wayne is 
ne of these which will be dependent upon the new merger for its 
P 
pial gas supply, the Fort "Wayne plants and gas lines being taken 
in the sale which has just been approved by the state public 
ervice commission. 


Under the present Indiana law it was necessary to have the ap- 
roval of the utilities commission before the sale could be consum- 
lated. That body has, after much investigation, found that the price 
xed for the properties is not excessive, that it does not involve 
rodigious quantities of the stock substance familiarly known as 
water," and that the proposed issue oE 6 per cent, gold bonds in 
he sum of $5,400,000 due in ten years in payment for the property 
5 not objectionable. 


When the sale was proposed there arose in some quarters—^par- 
icularly in Laf ayette~a strong public protest against the valuations 
eclared. The public was deeply concerned in this by reason of the 
act that it must inevitably have much' bearing upon the question of 
evising gas and electric rates at the expiration of present contracts 
r franchises. There were prolonged hearings, much testimony and 
o inconsiderable argument was submited both pro and con for the 
iiidance of the commission in its decision. The vital point in the 
ransaction, so far as the general public is concerned, is found in the 
tipulation insisted upon by the commission that the big organization 
lall hereafter permit the commission to fix rates for any and all 
roducts sold by the corporation, and that the commission in determ- 
ling such rates shall have as full and complete power as if the pres- 
nt franchises had been surrendered and an intermediate permit 
iken out. In this there has apparently been an attempt to fully 
iifeguard the interests of the public in the matter of rates and serv- 
Je, which constituted its entire concern in the matter. 


THE NEWEST SAFETY DEVICE. 


(South Bend News Times.) 


Light is at last admitted to an im- 
portant place in the safety first move- 
ment. 


In spite of a hazy realization that a 
larger proportion of industrial accidents 
occurred ifl the winter than in the siur- 
mer, and more at night than in the day- 
time, people have been alow to recognize 
that this was due to lack of proper il- 
luminaiion. 
\Vhile manufacturers have 
been putting guards around dangerous 
machinery, they ha\c left the workman 
in poorly-lighted shops. Disease germs 
thrive in dark places. The gloom is de- 
pressing to the worker and lowers the 
quality of his work. P'lenty of sunlight 
or even good artificial liglit removes these 
handicaps. 


It has been found that often when 
there Avas really plenty of light it was 
so poorly arranged tliat it Avas about as 
bad as none. 
Eye-trouble, irritability 
headaches, nervous strain and fatigue 
were the results. Workmen were blinded 
and dazzled at their machines and then 
made to tv-alk .through dark passage 
ways, where likely as not they were in- 
jured falling over boxes. 


It has Ijeen found that as sooi? as the 
lighting ia properly arranged the phy 
sical strain is removisd and the worker 
becomes more efficient. 


First of all, the experts say, there 
should be as much light as possibly. The 
new factories are being built with lots 
of windows, letting in all the daylight 
available. Then, where there is artificial 
iHnminatio9 the light should be evenly 
distributed and 
its 
glare 
softened. 
Shadowy passageways and dark spacea 
around the machinery should be elimin- 
Rted. 
^^Tiite enanip] paints should be 
used on the walls, reflecting light into 
every dark nook and cranny of the ma- 
chinery. 


When the illumination engineer really 
gets on the job another groj^t safety- 
device will have found its place in otir 
industrial life, and a large number of 
needless accidents will be prevented.

In the case of sn employe of a railroad 
who was run down and killed when on 
liis way to work, the workman being 
shown to bo intoxicated at the time, 
the state industrial board held that a 
drunken employe is guilty of such will- 
ful misconduct as to preclude a recov- 
ery of compensation. 
Section 8 of the 
compensation law says 
that 
no in- 
dustry shall be charged with -the burden 
of indemnifying an 
injured 
employe 
M'hose injury is proximately caused by 
his own intoxication. 
So it is that the 
dependents of the man who is accident- 
ally killed in industry while dnmk will 
have to lookvfor compensation to one 
John Barleycorn. 
This is in accord 
with the Indiana law. 
Collecting dam- 
ages or compynsation from J. Barley- 
corn is one of our most hazardous em- 
ployments.

The objcot of this Forum shall be to 
j)romote the best interests of the citi- 
zens of Fort Wayne, the spreading of 
a civic pride, and to advance and en- 
couragé all matters pertaining to the 
public welfare, the physical growth and 
development of the city and the con- 
servation of public and individual rights 
franchises, education, amusements, re- 
creations, expenditures, taxation, valua- 
tion, equalization, public obligations, du- 
ties and kindred subjects. 


Article Three. 


Any duly and 
formally 
organized 
commercial, industrial or 
social 
body 
Avhich has been in existence for a period 
of one year or more prior to such appli 
cation may become a member of this 
p'orum and shall be represented by twc 
delegates, one to be elected by such or-, 
ganiiation, who shall hold office for ont 
year and the other to be the president 
of such organization, who, at the ex- 
piration of his term of office, shall au- 
tomatically become the delegate for thf 
ncxc year. 
Such delegates so elected 
and hiiving qualified shall be the board 
of governors of the Forum. 


Any orgiinization desiring membership 
in this Forum shall first make applica- 
tion for the same to the, secretary. Such 
applicant shall be funiished with a cop 
of the constitution and by-laws and the 
application shall thon be referred to th( 
men'.bership committee, which shall in 
vcstigate the organization and report 
its finding to the president, who shall 
submit the application of such organ- 
ization, together with the finding of the 
membership committee to the delegates 
of thi,>a Forum and in the event two- 
thirds of the delegates shall vote favor- 
ably upon such application, .said organ 
xzation shall thereupon become a member 
and shall be qualified to all the rights 
and privileges thereof. 


Article Four. 
All subjects submitted to this Forum 
after they have received a two-thirds 
favorable vote of the delegates, shall be 
referred to the various organizations for 
conciirrence and if two-thirds of thq 
organizations shall concur, the board of 
governors shall then proceed to adopt 
a rcsoiution covering tlie subject mattoi 
and ]>rocecd to do such other acta and 
things as may be necessary to carry 
out the pWpose of the resolution; pro- 
vided, however, that all organizations 
herewith bind themselves to report their 
action vjwti any subject submitted at 
the next meeting after submission there- 
of to their delegates. 


All organizations becoming members, 
herewith agree to abide by and carry 
out the wishes of said Forum insofar as 
it shall be approved by two-thirds of the 
organizations. The constitution and by 
laws shall be signed by the presidents 
and secretaries of all the organization!; 
becoming members after being duh' av 
tliorized so to do by their respective or- 
ganizations. 


Article Five. 


Every organization upon becoming ; 
member of this Forum shall pay th- 
sum of ten dollars per year as dues. 
Article Six. 
The annual meeting of this Forum 
shall be held on the first Monday aftei 
the first of January of each year. Other 
meetings shall be held upon .the call of 
the president. 


Article Seven. 
The election of all offlcers shall take 
place at the annual meeting and all of- 
ficers shall be elected for one year or 
until their successors have qualified. Up- 
on tho election of said officers they shall 
at once take charge of and perform the 
duties lequircd of them by these by- 
laws without any formal installation ok 
qualification.

provided, 
however, that all officers of the Fonim

He Avill pass through Indian- 
apolis shortly before 6 o'clock this af- 
ternoon. 


The president has, not made definite 
plans for another trip but some of his 
advisers, encouraged by the success of 
the jiresent tour, arc urging him to leave 
Washington about February 11 to visit 
Denver, the southAvest and south. Tlie 
president came from Kansas City gi-eat- 
ly encourage<l by the reception accord- 
ed him there last night.

Berlin, Feb. 3.—The darkest pictures 
drawn

privation 
and 
pestilence

Poland have failed to portray the ex 
tent

misery

sufferers 
there, it was said today by two Amer- 
icans who have made a personal inves- 
tigation. 
They are Frederick C. Wal- 
cott, 
European 
representative 
of 
the 
Rockefeller 
foundation, 
and 
Caspar 
Whitney, of the 
American 
commission 
for relief in Belgium. 
These men h a \ e 
just returned from a 
fortnight's 
trip 
through Poland for investigation of th.; 
need of relief. 


^Ir. Whitney 
and ^Mr. Walcott 
say 
there is no food e.xcept potatoes and a 
small amount of 
flour. 
Little fuel re 
mains. 
Typhus and other diseases pre- 
vail. 
Thousands 
of 
persons 
whose 
homos- wore destroyed during the Bus 
sian retreat are without shelter. 
Thir- 
ty per cent of the population is abso- 
lutely 
dependent 
on 
relief. 
The 
trip 
included visits to Warsaw, Vilna, Kov- 
no and points eastward up to the 
fight- 
ing line. 
Everywhere was encountered 
the urgent need. 


The 
urban 
population 
suffers 
par- 
ticularly from lack of fuel and the in- 
habitants 
of 
rural districts from 
lack 
of 
shelter. 
Countless 
villages 
were 
burned 
by 
the 
Russians 
and 
their 
homeless inhabitants in many cases ar 
living in dugouts. 
Forty thousand per- 
.sons who sifted back through the Rus- 
sian linos aro confined in concentration 
camps. 
Fortunately 
the 
winter 
thus 
far has been exceptionally mild. 
Little 
live stock is loft and accordingly tliore 
is no meat or f a t food for the people. 
Tho fact that 
they aro living 
almost 
exclusively on potatoes has resulted in 
stomach 
diseases. 


Bhick typhus has broken out. 
There 
are now 30 cases daily in Warsaw. 
The 
general death, r a t e in Poland has risen 
from 19 to 30 per one thousand.

Bloomington, 
Ind., Feb. 3.—Col. T. J. 
!Louden. of this city, former commanding

Bridges, adjutant generaJ, was responsi- 
ble for the a d j u t a n t general's order today 
removing Col. Louden from the 
retired 
list of officers of the guard. According to 
the order Col. Ix>uden has refused tb re- 
turn 
to 
the 
state 
property 
valued 
at 
$390.59, which has been in his custody as 
commanding officer of the regiment, and 
the attorney general is to be Instructed to 
bring suit against him and his bondsmen 
ior settlement, 


"This matter is a personal controversy 
lietween myself and the adjutant general 
because I would not do certain 
under- 
handed things regarding officers in the 
First infantry, which he wanted done and 
•which he would not Issue an order for 
m e to do," said Louden. "Bridges is in 
temperament and by nature vindictive in 
the extreme. 
From a trivial matter 
he 
kept goading nnd oppressing me until we 
"had an open break, which resulted in my 
being called to the governor's office for 
a n inten'lew. 
I informed the governor of 
the man's disposition and the damage he 
•was doing the national guard and 
this 
tmwarranted oppression of me. 


Retired Without Notice. 


"T left the governor's office believing 
t h a t I Ti'TJUld be protected, but was shortly 
«.fterward, -without any previous notice or 
request, relieved of my command of the 
n r s t infantry and placed on the retired 
iist. 


"Ijast September an article appeared in 
a n Indianapolis paper stating the adjutant 
Ifeneral had reriuested an opinion of the 
attorne.r general as to whether an officer 
could be transferred from the active list 
t o the retired list for the puiirose of court 
martial and that the contemplated action 
•was for the purpose of court martial)ng 
T. J. Louden. The next 
morning T called 
tip Go^-^ernor Ra-lston on the long distance 
and ^poke to him regarding the 
news- 
paper report 
Ho. told me he had not at 
t h a t time reat^ the article and asked the 
contents, which T told him. T then told 
him that I was lired of Bridge's 
ron- 
tlrtial endeavor to embarrass me and my 
family and that T had a good and meritori- 
ous defense for ^ach and every- actwhlcJi 
I could explain to him if J was permitted 
Bn Inteniew. "We then talked about some 
other matters and the governor then as- 
Bured me that no other steps would be 
taken until T wag allowed the privilege of 
a n interview with him. Relying on

I have 
done 
Jiothirg, expecting to be called on for an 
Interview before any further steps were 
laken."

the United States should have 
greatest navy in the, world. 


"I believe the navy of the Unitec 


States should" be unconquerable," . he 
said—"the greatest in the world." 


The president declared that subina 


rine commanders abroad have instruc 
•cions which for the most part conform 
with international law, but that the aci 
of one commander might set thcx worlii 
afire, including America. 


Where Danger ties. 


"Upon tliB ocean there arc hundreds 


of cargoes of American goods," he said. 
"Cotton, grain and all the bountiful 
supplies America is sending out to thii 
world—and any one of those cargoes, 
any one of those ships, may be the 
point of contact that will bring Ameri- 
ca into the war." 


• For the first time during tho tour the 


president told how one set of bellig- 
erents was cut off from the -world. Ho

Shadowy passageways and dark spaces 
around the machinery should be elimin- 
ated- • 'U'hite enamel paints should be 
used on the walls, reflecting light into 
every 'dark nook and cranny of the ma- 
chinery. 


When the illumination engineer really 


gets on tho job another great safety 
device will have found its place in our 
industrial life, ftnd a large number of 
needless accidents will be prevented.

me to do." said Louden. "Bridges Is in 
temperament and by nature vindictive in 
•the extreme. 
From a trivial matter lie 


kept goadinc and oppressing me until we 
ftad an open break, which resulted In my i 
being called to the govurnor's office for 
nn Interview. I informed the governor of 
the man's disposition and the damage he 
•TOM doing Uie national iruard and this 
unwarranted oppression of m». 


Retired Without Notice. 


"I left the governor's office believing 


that I would be protected, but was shortly 
afterward, without any previous notice or 
request, relieved of my command of the 
First Infantry and placed on the retired 
Jlst. 


"Last Septftnbcr an article appeared In 


lin Indianapolis paper stating the adjutant 
genera! had requested an opinion of the 
attorney general as to whether an officer 
could be transferred from the active list 
to the retired list for the purpose of court 
mirtlal and that the contemplated action 
nra« for the purpose of court martlallnK 
*T. J. Louden. The next morning I called 
up Governor Ralston on the lonp distance 
find spoke to him regarding the news- 
paper report. He told me he had not at 
that time reafl the article and asked the 
contents, which I told him. I then told 
him that I was tired of Bridge's con- 
tinual endeavor to embarrass me and my 
family and that I had a good and meritori- 
ous defense for each and every act which 
I could explain to him if I was permitted 
an Interview. We then talked about some 
other matters and the governor then as- 
cored me that no other steps would be 
taken until I was allowed the privilege of 
mi Interview with him. Relying on this 
promise of the governor, I have done 
nothing, expecting to be called on for an 
Interview before any further steps were 
taken."
